[The removal of dust ai 
putrescible material needs the strictest atter 
tion No cases of an infectious nature or wit 
discharging wounds should be admitted, suc 
cases being isolated in special wards. No sew 
gas should gain access to the ward; the lavaton 
in connection with it should be ventilated direct], 
with the external air, and a lobby with ventilatic 
from side to side should be situated between 
and the ward.

Bacteria are the agents of organic ferment
